“Booze, grappa, hootch, jackass brandy, and other forms of liquor allied 
with tlie illegal truth. that is being carried on in violation of tlie federal Vol¬ 
stead act and the enforcement ordinance of the city of Richmond occupied a 
good deal of tlie time of the council at its adjourned meeting lasl evening. 

“Ulilef of Police Woods had filed ihe recommendation that the permits 
issued to it number of places to conduct soft drink emporiums be revoked 
end tlie hearing of the testimony was set for last night. 

"The result of the meeting was tlmt the permits of the following wore 
revoked." 

Tlien follows a list of the places which had their licenses taken away. 
Bucli revocation was not made permanent, being intended, evidently, as a 
warning of what would occur if they persisted in defying the law. It is 
noticeable in thi report that il was the chief of police who tiled recommends 
tions that the lleeiiscs ho revoked. * 

Watsonville, limit' time ago, was infested with "blindplgs," "bootleggers," 
and others of lliis curvy crew. II pushed an ordinance similar to Ordinance 
108 of tilts city licensing such places. A number of these licenses were re¬ 
voked for liquor selling, and their owners put out of business. Others of the 
rascally tribe saw tlie light. Some of them slopped selling liquor, some quit 
town, and the result was a general c leaning tip of Watsonville.

The board of trustees met in regu¬ 
lar session at tlie''qity hall Wednesday 
evening with all members present. 
The outstanding feature of the meet¬ 
ing was the consideration of bids 
submitted for proposed street paving.

The first fire company was known 
as “leaden Hose Company No. 1,” and 
was organized in 1893, with W. E.

On August 9, 1895, a meeting was 
held, which resulted in the organiza¬ 
tion of what was known as “The Citi¬ 
zens' Mutual Protective Association of 


and property, extended the road to 
San Mateo and the South San Fran¬ 
cisco water front, and later sold out 
to the United Railroads of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

It was in this same year (1896) 
that the Butler Brick Company was 
established. Thomas Butler in that 
year bought* of the South San Fran¬ 
cisco Land and Improvement Company 
twenty acres of land at the north 
water front, and constructed thereon 
a modern brick-making plant. Butler 
j made brinks for two years, when the 
brick trust paid him a bonus to close 
| his plant. Later it was leased by 
Butler for two years, but is now dor¬ 
mant. 

There were giants in those days. 
On April 10', 1896, John W. Church, 
who stood in his stockings a little 
over 7 feet high, was in the employ 
of the Western Meat Company as a 
laborer. 

Fraternali 8 m had its beginnings in 
this city in 1897. 

June 15, 1897, Lodge No. 7, 
Journeymen Butchers’ Benevolent and 
Protective Association, was duly or¬ 
ganized. The example set by the 
butchers proved to be good seed cast 
upon good ground, and this industrial 
town has come to be a fraternal city, i 

Following the butchers, in the' 
course of time came the Woodmen of 
the World, the Improved Order of Red ! 
Men, the United Ancient Order of 
Druids, the order of Free and Ac¬ 
cepted Masons, the Foresters of 1 
America, the Loyal Order of Moose 


South San Francisco.” 

The object of the association was 
stated in article II of its constitution, 
as follows: “This association, as its 
name implies, shall be strictly mutual. 
Its object shall be to provide ways 
and means for protecting the property 
of its members against loss by fire; 
to provide an efficient fire department, 
and to secure reasonable rates of fire 
' insurance. 

j “Its protection shall be for the 
benefit of its members exclusively.” 

The following members were chosen 
directors: W. J. Martin, E. E. Cun¬ 
ningham, J. C. Eikerenkotter, D. O. 

• Daggett, H. Michenfelder, George 
Kneese, and James Gibson. The 
officers were: W. J. Martin, presi¬ 
dent; H. Michenfelder, vice-president; 
E. E. Cunningham, secretary, and D. 
O. Daggett, treasurer. 

The moneys required for the use 
and support of the association were 
provided by an assessment levied by 
the directors pro rata upon the real 
estate and personal property of mem¬ 
bers insurable against’ loss by fire 
situated in the town of South San 
Francisco, based upon the value there¬ 
of as fixed by the association. The 
values fixed by the association were 
practically taken from the books of 
the county assessor. The rate adopted 
was 35 cents on the $100. 

The entire movement was purely 
voluntary. The association had no 
legal means or power for the enforce¬ 
ment of its tax levies, yet its demands 
were honored and the association 
carried on its work successfully for 
two years, during which time an effi¬ 
cient fire 


An account of the action taken by 
this city’s pioneer citizens for the pro¬ 
tection of property against loss by 
fire forms an interesting and some¬ 
what unique chapter fn the city’s his¬ 
tory.
